because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicant's response (page 15) appears to include an amendment to the 
specification but does not indicate how or where the text is to be added 
to the specification. MPEP 714 recites the following: 

"37 CFR 1. 121. Manner of making amendments in application. 

(a) Amendments in applications, other than reissue applications. Amendments in applications, 
other than reissue applications, are made by filing a paper, in compliance with § 1.52, directing that 
specified amendments be made. 

(b) Specification . Amendments to the specification, other than the claims, computer listings ($ 
1.96) and segue nee listings ( § 1.825), must be made by adding, deleting or replacing a paragraph, by 
replacing a section, or by a substitute specification, in the manner specified in this section. " 

Applicants drawing submission has included Figures A, 8, and C which 
appear to be supportive of applicants prior art rejection arguments 
(pages 18-20) and not part of the invention. (See: MPEP Appendix R, 
1.81-1.84) 

Applicants amendment to the claims 8, 9, 13-15 includes improper 
dependent form. (See: MPEP 608.01 (k-n))
